I'ndi-r  tin-  Act  ol  IticiuiUiT  lai-t,  tlio  Ai:ent  ot  the  .State  is  reimiruii  In  avit-.l  tlio  lalmr  nl'  ilefaiillin(( 
owners,  and  foiwani  it,  at  their  expcnriC.  lor  a  double  term  ot'servii-o.  To  pfit'orni  lliis  in'elliironlly,  lie  must  know 
icAo  iirr  ilf/inilh  IX.  and  this  iolormation  ho  can  only  <;et  from  tlio  returns  of  ('cinimissioneis  of  Jluails,  called  f.ir  Sv 
the  Ac-t  aforesaid.

The  aygicyale  of  iill  calls,  incliisive  of  the  pianmif,  is  mir  fniirdi  of  the  Road  I  lands  for  /mv>  muntlin.  m  the 
villi/''  number  lor  »/»»■  «»«/  a  rjiinrttr  (1 ')  winil/in,  or  thirty-tjcveu  and  a  half  (-iT '■ )  days.  No  more  than  ','i~ I  days 
labor  to  lach  Uoad  Hand.  Mioliidins  the  promnt  call,  can  be  enforced  by  Coinniissiiujcrs  of  Hoads. 

Owners  are  entitled  to  credit  for  «//  labor  hitherto  performed  on  fortifieatioiig. 

There  is  no  c.iicniptioii  rccopiized  by  law.  except  where  thi'  owner  ha.s  hut  one  Hoad  Hand.  Pertainlv  llie 
A;:cnt  of  the  State  han  no  pincir  to  rjcempl. 

When"  owners  wish  to  oblain  relief  for  their  Hands  liable  to  Koad  I'uty,  who  arc  employed  on  Government 
work,  or  by  Uallroad  (Juiupanics,  they  should  make  application  to  J>epartment  Hcadf|nartcrs  for  the  Ditnil  of 
such  Hanil.-i.  and  the  detail  will  be  recognized  bj'  Commissioners  of  Koad.s  as  sufficient  to  relievo.
